Reference is made to your letter, dated July 27, 
1976, which was delivered to me on August 3, 1976. 

As you may be aware, on June 18, 1976, an individual, 
identifying himself as William L. Gardner, Chief, Criminal 
Section, Civil Rights Division, United States Department of 
Justice (U.SDJ) , Washington, D.C, advised me on the telephone 
that his Division had the responsibility for an investigation 
being conducted concerning surreptitious entries made withoat 
judicial approval in residences and other buildings which could 
be violations of Title 18, Sections 241, 242, and 2236, United 
States Code. Gardner stated that he was in possession of infor- 
mation that I may have had a role in such entries on one or 
more occasions. Therefore, I was being considered a potential 
subject of this investigation. In short, Gardner requested 
that I travel to Washington, D,C, to be interviewed by him 
in this matter, at which time I would be advised of my Consti- 
tutional rights as a subject. He advised that he desired to 
have this interview conducted as quickly as possible and would 
appreciate it if I or someone acting on my behalf contact 
him to arrange for the interview and the conditions under which 
I would be interviewed, 

I told Gardner that at this point, I was undecided 
as to whether or not I was in need of counsel. Furthermore, 
I had been instructed not to discuss classified information 
at this time with an attorney who did not have an appropriate

clearance and therefore if I did decide to obtain legal 

counsel, I could not proceed in selecting an attorney and advising 

him of possibly pertinent facts. I told him that other matters 

and problems of a similar nature were still being resolved 

at the Federal Bureau of Investigation Headquarters (FBIHQ-) 

and USDJ level which would have a bearing upon my decisions 

as to choice of counsel, 

Gardner advised me that he had on that very day learned 
of the problem concerned with divulging classified information 
to independent counsel. 

Other similar matters concerning the possibility 
of my interview were discussed, notably the possible use of 
a Grand Jury proceeding in Mew York City in order to obtain a 
statement from me in this matter. I was also left with the 
impression that Gardner would recontact me at an unspecified 
date in the near future. 1 have not been recontacted by 
him since our discussion on June 18, 1976, 

Concerning your July 27, 1976 letter to me, I can 
only regard it as a reiteration and confirmation of your 
previous instructions as set forth in your teletype message of 
June 17 , 1976. In regard to providing information to counsel 
of my choice, there has never been any doubt in my mind that 
such information would be of a highly classified nature per- 
taining to national security matters. 

Due to the fact that I have never been advised by the 
USDJ as to the specific facts which have led the USDJ to 
consider me a potential subject, I have been put in the potential 
position of necessarily having to be as liberal as possible 
in providing information to counsel in an attempt to anticipate 
the scope of an interview with Mr. Gardner, Therefore, the 
probability erf divulging classified information to counsel, 
becomes proportionally greater with the amount of information 
furnished. 
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As a result of your letter to me, I have 
initiated contact with an attorney in order to determine 
his willingness to represent me in this matter. In order 
to assist me in this regard, I hereby respectfully request 
that I be furnished a copy of the Employment Agreement 
(FD-291) executed by me. 

Additionally, I hereby request that I be furnished 
copies of any docum3nts furnished from FBI files to the 
USDJ which appear to specifically implicate me in any 
surreptitious entry matter. 

Additionally, I hereby request that I be furnished, 
when available, a copy of the document presently being prepared 
by the Chicago Division of the FBI relating to the foreign 
connections of the Weatherman Underground Organization (WUO) . 
This document may provide sufficient evidence that 
the WUO is properly described as a foreign organization as 
distinguished from a domestic organization. 

Additionally; T hereby request copies of any documents 
disseminated to the USDJ in the normal course of business 
during the period that I was a member of Section 47, at the 
New York Division, which could reasonably indicate to the 
reader that a surreptitious entry technique was involved. It 
is requested that the specific identities of personnel of the 
USDJ receiving such documents be determined and furnished to 
me* 

Your favorable response to my above-stated requests 
would indeed be appreciated since I naturally desire to afford 
the attorney of my choice every advantage in his efforts to 
provide excellent representation on my behalf •

I am unaware of any immunity 
from administrative action having been granted to any employee in 
connection with these inquiries except for the assurance that no 
employee will be disciplined for exercising his Constitutional rights.

You are correct in your understanding that there is 
no legal bar to our taking administrative action against a 
Special Agent (SA) based upon information he reveals after 
being granted immunity from criminal prosecution by the 
Department. This assumes, of course, that the facts he dis- 
closes indicate that he has acted in an unauthorized or other- 
wise improper manner in connection with his employment. 

As you note in the attached memorandum, it would 
be improper to take administrative action against an SA 
because of the fact of his cooperatio n and, of course, we would 
not wish to do so as the Bureau has indicated it desires to 
have our employees cooperate fully in this matter, consistent 
with their own Fifth Amendment rights. 

We concur in the suggestion that your response be 
cleared through Mr. Pottinger because, as a practical matter, 
such a response could have the effect of lessening an Agent's 
willingness to discuss fully and candidly his activities.
